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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to application filed on May 29, 2001 . Claims 1 -7 are 
pending examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1 -7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being anticipated by Mullaly et 
al., U.S. Patent No. 6,567,032 (referred to hereafter as Mullaly). 

As to claim 1 , Mullaly teaches a system for a field type intelligent web portal 
comprising: 

a software or hardware control (see col. 3 lines 15-45); 

means for intercepting processing changes from a hardware or software control 
(see col. 3 lines 15-45); 

means for displaying controls (see col. 3 lines 15-45); 

means for passing user input to an underlying application (see col. 3 lines 15-45). 
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As to claim 2, Mullaly teaches the computer system of claim 1 , wherein the 
controls displayed are alternative to the software or hardware control (see col. 3 lines 
15-45). 

As to claim 3, Mullaly teaches the computer system of claim 1 , wherein the 
means allow for the substitution of controls provided by the operating system (see col. 3 
lines 15-45). 

As to claim 4, Mullaly teaches the computer system of claim 1 , wherein the 
means allow for customization for the display of the alternative control (see col. 3 lines 
15-45). 

As to claim 5, Mullaly teaches a method for providing a field type intelligent web 
portal comprising: intercepting processing changes from a hardware or software control; 
displaying controls alternative the hardware or control having its processing changes 
intercepted; and passing user input back to an underlying application (see col. 3 lines 
15-45). 

As to claim 6, Mullaly teaches a method according to claim 5, wherein displaying 
includes displaying controls that are configurable by a user (see col. 3 lines 15-45). 

As to claim 7, Mullaly teaches a method according to claim 5, wherein displaying 
includes displaying controls that substitute for the controls of the operating system (see 
col. 3 lines 15-45).
